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Principal Jackson Says Long School Hours Made 
Necessary By Public Demand That All Pupils Pass 



Newmarket public school board 
will consider at its next meeting a 
recommendation, stressed at the 
recent Ontario Education Associa- 
tion convention in Toronto, that 
teachers should submit an annual 
certificate of health. 

Mrs. J. C Ji. Edwards at a meet- 
ing Friday evening asked the 
board to consider the question aiter 
reporting to the board on the con- 
vention. 

"Everyone working with children 
should have a certificate of free- 
dom from active tuberculosis/' said 
Dr. G. E. Case, who seconded the 
notice of motion. 

"Another point stressed at the 
convention that we as a board 
should consider is the greater use 
o? the schools for community pur- 
poses," said the chairman. Rev. X 
A. Koffend. 

"Judge Morley stressed the need 
for more supervised play, to catch 
juvenile delinquency in the bud," 
Mr. Koffend also mentioned. 

Trustee L. II. Bovair said that a 
committee of the Newmarket Hor- 
ticultural Society, under the chair- 
manship of Kev. Henry Cotton, had 
worked out "a five-year plan" for 
the beautificatlon of public school 
grounds without interfering with 
use of the grounds for play. 

"I am sure that these shrubs ind 
trees will mean a lot to our com- 
munity," said Mr. Bovair. Princi- 
pal II, A. Juckt>on expressed agree- 
ment. 

Mr. Koffend said that the prop- 
erty committee would bring in a 



report at the next meeting with 
regard to kindergarten chairs for 
the room at the Alexander Muir 
school which is still equipped with 
double desks. 

Mr. Jackson's report showed an 
average attendance for April of 
91.5 percent. 

'Mr. Koffend asked if there was 
any room available at the Alexan- 
der Mulr school which would make 
it possible to have one part of the 
kindergarten, now at the Stuart 
Scott school, meet on the other 

side of the town. 

There i3 no room at the Alex- 
ander Muir school," said Mr. Jack- 
son. 

Mr. Jackson reported that the 
schools were dismissing grades one 
and two at 3.30, instead of Z30 as 
agreed to by the board at the last 
meeting. "The teachers thought 
2-30 too early," he said, and it was 
really 3.30 that he had had in mind. 

Mr. Koffend asked about keeping 
children after 4 o'clock. Mr. 
Jackson said that teachers often 
found it necessary to keep children 
longer In order to ensure their 
completing their year's work suc- 
cessfully. 

"I think it is time that we*got 
away from the Idea that teachers 
.should be judged by the number of 
pupils that arc passed," Mr. Jack- 
son said. "We are often trjing to 
make the pupil do something that 
he is not intended to do," 

Mr. Koffend said that the school

Dear Sir, 

While rending your paper pub- 
lished on May 6 I came upon an 
article written by you under the 
heading "Complaints about Era 
and Express to Council/' in which 
you state that, speaking for two 
members of the Newmarket 
Veterans' Association, Reeve 
Arthur D. Evans voiced criticism 
of the paper edited by you and 
said he had been asked by the 
Veterans to bring the complaint 
to the notice of council. In my 
opinion the mayor and council 
were right in pointing out to Mr. 
Bvans that the proper place to 
take the complaint was to your 
office 

For your information I would 
itfse to say at this point that Mr. 
Brans waj not speaking for mo 
cm this matter as I have not 
spoken to him or to any member 
of the council. Any time I have 
a complaint to make to the 
cemncil I feel X am quite capable 
of doing it myself and not ask 
anybody else to do the dirty 
work. However as the lack of 
cooperation between you and 
the Veterans in so far ns the pub- 
lishing of letters from the boys 
overseas is concerned, I will give 
you a brief outline as to what 
took place at our last meeting in 
this connection. 

Several questions were asked 
by the members regarding the 
Comfort fund, among which was 
one asking why nil the letters 
received from the boys overseas 
acknowledging receipt of cigar- 
ettes sent by us were not pub- 
lished in the paper as it was the 
only means of letting the public 
know that they were being sent 
and received and they have n 
right to know this as they pro- 
vide the funds by attending our 
euchres and make donations from 
time to time. I suggested that 
instead of troubling you any 
further in the matter we should 
have a bulletin hoard made, nil 
letters ns received pinned on, 
and placed in some store window 
so that the public could read 
them. Ilits met with the ap- 
proval of the members present 
find one comrade suggested that 
if the council would allow us wo 
put it in one of the windows of 
the town office. It was left nt 
that to see what could be done in 
the matter. 

Under a sub-heading "Who Is 
Complaining?" you say that Mr. 
Evans was speaking for Jack 
Duffield and Alex. Mcintosh at 
their request. You proceed to 
give us a good raking over for 
our alleged rudeness to you but 
relieved the pressure somewhat 
by a few words of praise for our 
work both for the good of the 
Association and the Soldiers' 
Comfort fund for which I person- 
ally thank you. 

In the next two paragraphs 
your attention is centred solely 
on me and say that my quarrel 
with you is because you edited 
my articles to you for the paper 
according to the stylo and prac- 
tice followed by tho Era and 
fttpros*. This may be alright 



from your viewpoint but not to 
the person who takes the trouble 
to write them for you and then 
when they appear in print find 
they have been twisted and 
turned around giving them an 
altogether different meaning to 
what was intended. Then if the 
heading does not suit you, you 
immediately alter it for one of 
your own. For instance our 
monthly meeting notices were al- 
ways headed "Veterans Atten- 
tion" this did not suit your style 
of editing and you refused to put 
it in the paper with that heading, 
Why, only you are in the know. 
Last summer I wrote you an 
article for our church parade to 
the military tamp. This did not 
suit your style either and you 
twisted it and turned it around 
until finally it read as if you had 
had an interview with the pres- 
ident, quoted the paragraph and 
ended by "so says President Alf. 
Smith." Now you know as well 
as I do you were guilty of mis- 
representation in this case and 
when I called your attention to 
the article you told me you had 
not altered it, but someone had. 
Who did then, the proofreader? 
Can you wonder that I refused to 
write any more notices when 
they never appeared ns written. 

I do not see that the Veterans 
get much free publicity either. 
All news items are accepted free 
by any paper and they are glad 
to get them, in fact your staff 
telephones people asking for 
news items. Any time I have 
telephoned you it wns to give 
you a notice for the Veterans 
which is classed as a news item. 
So now instead of writing my 
notices and phone litem to you 
there is another kick in that I 
take up your time when you are 
in the midst of some mechanical 
job and other excuses that one 
would expect from n little boy. 
Then you rave that I ask you to 
put the article on the front page 
or else. Vent cannot blame me 
for that because that is the page 
that is read first and generally 
contains the most important 
news. There is no difference 
Iwtwccn the Veterans and other 
organizations they all want the 
best spot in the paper if they can 
get it and several get their share 
and far more than the Veterans 
do or even ask for. 

In conclusion you say that you 
do not remember me ever saying 
thanks to you for the favors you 
have done the Veterans or my- 
self. I don't know that you have 
ever done any favor for me. 1 
have tried to do you favors and 
what you complain of bounces 
back to yon. When a person 
gives anything to another person 
the recipient is the one to say 
"thank you" and the giver 
"you're welcome." In the case 
in dispute I wns the giver, you 
the recipient in that I wns giv- 
ing you news for your paper. 

Despite our differences of 
opinions in several matters per- 
taining to the newspaper business 
I hope we will always remain 
friends.

CHANGES DUE, 
MRS. EDWARDS 
TELLS BOARD 



Changes might be made in the 
'."ewmarkei school system that 
would result in a better job in 
training children for living. Mrs. 
J. C. R- Edwards, a member of 
Newmarket public school boarct 
e!t after attending the recent 
sessions of the Ontario Education 
Association in Toronto, she told 
a board meeting on Friday even- 
ing. 

*l found the talks and discus- 
sion most enlightening and feel 
•hat this is a contact that our 
school board cannot afford to 
miss," Mrs. Edwards reported. 

"I thought that two of the out- 
standing speakers were Mr. Stan- 
ley, president of the Trustees and 
Ratepayers Association, and 
Judge Morley, who spoke with 
great understanding on juvenile 

delinquency," she said. 
"Two outstanding impressions 

iained at the convention were, 
one, that we are on the eve of 
great changes in our educational 
system; two, that we as members 
of Newmarket pubic school board 

have not kept abreast of the 
times in educational progress. 

"The subjects stressed by the 
various speakers as of vital im- 
portance in present-day education 
are as follows, and I have listed 
these in the order in which I fell 
emphasis was laid on them: 

''First: The importance and 
need of religious education in the 
schools. I think that this was 
emphasized by every speaker I 
heard. v 

"Second: That more emphasis 
be placed on educational citizen- 
ship. Not more than 50 percent 
of our population vote. This 
shows a regrettable lack of train- 
ing for citizenship in our schools. 

"Third: Supervision of health 
in the schools should be under- 
taken by school boards, and that 
each teacher should present a 
certificate of health once a year. 

"Fourth: Mere attention should 
be placed on supervised play in 
the schools to promote co-opera- 
tion and teamwork. 

"Fifth: A freer use should be 
made of school buildings and 
property after school hours for 
recreational and social activities 
of the community. 

"I came away from the con- 
vention feeling that there is a 
need for possible reorganization 
of the educational set-up in New- 
market, making it possible that 
a child would be trained, as well 
as educated, in citizenship, team- 
work and facing the practical 
problems of life. 

"It is felt that more interest 
should be taken by the public. in 
the work of the public schools, 
and that there should be greater 
contact between the home and 
school, and the work not be all 
left to the teachers. 

"In the way of something prac- 
tical and in the light of certain 
remarks arising from discussion 
on health, at the convention, it 
would seem wise to recommend 
that teachers present a certificate 
of health along with their con- 
tracts." 

Mrs. Edwards said that an in- 
teresting part of the convention 
was the handling of resolutions 
from school boards. After a 
committee culled them, the best 
ones were presented to the con- 
vention, nnd if carried were for- 
warded to the department of 

education. 

Outstanding on the program 
wns the "choral speaking," said 
Mrs. EdwnrdS, presented by Tor- 
onto schools. 

"I'd like to mention that not 
only did your representatives 
listen tci addresses but your 
chairman contributed some con- 
structive suggestions, giving 
Newmarket a voice in the discus- 
sion.*, nnd he has been appointed 
a member of the executive of the 

Trustees nnd Ratepayers Associa- 
tion," Mrs. Edwards concluded.

ASKS HELP IN 
SEEDING YORK 

COUNTY FARMS 



Four war-time virtues were the 
subject of W. M. Cockburn, deputy- 
district Lions governor, in an ad- 
dress before the Newmarket club 
on Monday evening. 

First was courage. "It requires 
courage to face situations as they 
come to us, not to wilt and say that 
the job is too big for us,** he said. 
"We can't expect to get through 
thb? war putting in the same hours 
and the same work as In peace- 
time. 

"A push is so much better than 
putting a block in front of the 
wheel. We need courage to chall- 
enge untruth, courage to change 
opinions when confronted with 
new facts, courage to fight" 

Next was loyalty. 'There Is no 
need to speak of loyalty to mon- 
arch? of the type we are so for- 
tunate to have. Loyalty to coun- 
try includes helping the war loan, 
the Red Cross, the Salvation Army. 
There is loyalty to the local com- 
munity and loyalty to the club, 
loyalty to fellow members. A pat 
on the back to members who are 
going over a rough spot is worth 

a lot." 

Discipline was next. We should 
discipline ourselves as to what we 
say. Wc should be careful with 
our criticism, generous with our 
praise, about things, about people. 

"Wc should keep to ourselves 
that so-and-so is on his last leave 
and on his way oversells. We 
should discipline ourselves and 
discipline the other fellow who is 
circulating wild stories.** 

Then came determination. "The 
armed forces I do not need to men- 
tion. We civilians are apt to 
throw up our hands and say the 
job is too big. 

"You are going to keep that 
business of yours going as long ns 
you can. 

"Our formers are up against a 
really tough job. Our farms have 
to double production nnd in many 
cases with only half the labor they 
used to have. 

"Some are inclined to throw up 
their hands." said Mr. Cockburn. 
"A 70-year-old farmer in the nor- 
thern part of this county is deter- 
mined to get his crop in and off, 
with whatever help Is available, 

high school boys or whatever It 
may be. 

"Again we will need to ask you 
to back up the farm commandos. 
We appreciate very much the help 
that was given by the business men 
of this town last year. 

"Here it Is tho tenth of May and 
hardly a seed is In the ground. If 
any of you have any experience at 
all, and you can help, get out and 
give a hand." 

Vice-President Fred Thompson 
presided In the absence of Presi- 
dent Frank Bowser due to illness. 
H. E. Lambert Introduced Mr. 
Cockburn. 

Second Vice-President H. E. Gii- 
roy reported that there were 603 
names of Newmarket boys and

municipal office window. 

Fred Thompson reported that 
Harry C. Westbrook, member of 
the bigh school staff and '"popular

To date the Strand theatre has 
held two salvage shows for the 
collection of rubber nnd fats In 
co-operation with the local salvage 
committee. Tho amount of rubber 
taken In was 2.&00 lbs. nnd fats 800 
lbs., gross weights In each case. 

"Last Saturday another salvage 
show for fats was held in co-oper- 
ation with the Home and School 
Association. This show also net- 
ted well over SOU lbs. of fats. In 
all ca.ses the ndmlsslon charged 
was two pounds of salvage. 

'The statement in last week's 
Km and Express, There is not 
much In a show after the prises 
come out/ suggests that prizes 
wore an expense to the salvage 
committee. 

"Both matinees held in corpora- 
tion with the local salvage com- 
mittee were supplied gratis by the 
Strand theatre. I personally col- 
lected money from the merchants 
for the prizes, which were given 
out on two occasions In the form 
of war stamps and the last time 
In cash. Film, time of. the staff 
and running expenses were all 
provided freo through tho theatre, 
so that thero was no expense 
whatsoever to tho sponsors of 
theso shows. 

"Tho samo report also stated 
that the Idea behind those shows 
was advertising. These shows, 
specifically tho last one, were run 
In practically every theatre across 
Canada anil wero made possible by 
the national film industry of Can- 
ada with but one objective In 
mind, tho national war effort. In 

al) caacs the proceeds wcro devoted 
to war charities. 

"No doubt these shows have 
been good advertising, but if con- 
sidered ns advertising they have 
been expensive advertising. Our 
only purpose In holding theso 
shows has been to play our part 
In the winning of the war. Just 
like everybody else today, wo are 
anxious to do our share."

Horlicullurailst Gives 
Victory Garden Hints 

Uly Kudy Rcnzlu* for Newmarket 
Horticultural Society) 

Tho best location for n vegetable 
garden Is a fientio southern slope, 
well screened to the north, north- 
cast and northwest with buildings 
or a windbreak of trees. If you 
haven't such a location, choose ono 
as like it as possible, always keep- 
ing In mind that the first consid- 
eration Is to have the garden close 
to tho house so that It can be 
looked after and tho vegetables 
picked with the minimum of 
trouble. A piece of land, not too 
shaded, and near the house, should 
bo selected. 

Almost any soil will do as long 
as it Is supplied with organic mat- 
ter ami well drained. It should be 
manured and spaded over or 
plowed nnd worked up every year. 
Do sure not to work It while It is 
too wet. There should be no dan- 
ger of wash of water from higher 
land on rainy days. 

Good drnlnago Is important and 
so Is sunlight. Only a few veget- 
ables thrive In tho shade and the 
vegetable garden should bo as 
open as possible to tho light, with 
no trees close In. Besides their 
shade, tho roots of the trees steal 
a lot of the moisture and nourish- 
ment In tho soil useful to tho vege- 
tables. A wlro fence with scarlet 
runners makes an attractive fence 
and keeps dogs and poultry away. 
The b&ans aro cdiblo and food too.

It is a natural oh- 
jm'tion. hut should it receive ser- 
ious consideration? We know that 
leaders in Great Itritain and 
Canada believe that measures for 
the social ' security of the people 
cannot be postponed until the War 
is won. Consequently we have a 
ISeveridee plan and a Marsh plan. 

Similarly, our post-war educar 
tional plans are being formulated 
now. Representatives from all the 
provinces of Canada and New- 
foundland have recently met and 
made recommendations, some of 
which can never be successfully 
carried out until the administration 
of our schools is improved by tho 
organization of township areas. 
Apparently the creation of one or 
more township areas in East 
Gwillimbury would In? finite in 
keeping with our national war- 
time educational program. More- 
over, any measure which ensures 
greater efficiency and lower costs 
must be considered seriously as a 
war-time necessity. That this Is 
the accepted view is evident from 
the fact that more township school 
areas have been organized this 
year to date than In any previous 
year. 

While no real disadvantages 
have come to light -during the dis- 
cussion of township school areas, 
the fear of certain possibilities has 
been expressed. 

Some are afraid that schools 
* might be closet). So section In 
the township has any reason to 
fear such a step. Only schools 
with very low registrations are 
closed in Ontario. There are no 
such schools In Ka.st GwiUlmhury; 
therefore, there. Is no need to fear 
such a development. The schools 
will remain Just as they are at 
present because the law which con- 
trol* the closing of schools is just 
Ui-- same for the section as for the 
area.
